PREFACE. 

IN  this  little  book  I  have  tried  to  give  a  restored  text 
of  all  the  new  fragments  of  these  poets  which  seemed 
worth  the  attempt,  and  have  added  the  unrestored  frag- 
ments in  the  form  of  an  appendix.  The  notes  do  not 
pretend  to  be  a  complete  apparatus,  but  they  give 
briefly  my  reasons  for  rejecting  previous  suggestions 
and  adopting  others,  and  include  a  few  explanatory 
notes  where  the  text  seemed  specially  to  require  them. 
Most  of  the  fragments  I  have  recently  dealt  with  at 
length  elsewhere;  and  so  here  I  need  only  say  that 
with  the  one  exception  of  the  first  two  columns  of 
Corinna  I  have  worked  either  on  the  published  facsimiles 
or  on  actual  photographs— generally  the  latter— and 
express  my  thanks  to  both  the  editors  of  the  excellent 
Berliner  Klassikertexte,  and  particularly  to  Dr  Schubart, 
who  has  been  most  kind  in  furnishing  me  with  photo- 
graphs. I  am  also  indebted  to  Dr  Cronert  and  other 
scholars  who  have  published  articles  on  these  poems 
in  the  classical  periodicals,  and  to  the  editors  of  the 
Classical  Review  and  the  Classical  Quarterly  for  per- 
mission to  reprint  certain  parts  of  my  papers  on  Alcaeus 
and  Sappho.
